S HOULD THE WORLD wonder how General Charles 
de Gaulle will while away his time crossing the 
Atlantic to Canada in the cruiser Colbert, It might be 
a safe gamble to bet that he will pass many an inter- 
eating hour mulling over the French equivalent of the 
auditor-general's report which was submitted to him 
just a far days before he left Brest. 

Dealing with public accounts for the year 1965, 
and brought up to date to make sure that they are 
still ralarant to the facts at the time of publication, 
it is ikM 1 Hit fl by one observer ss an enlightening, and 
at astonishing, study of the administrative prac¬ 
tice in a modem industrial society in which no detail, 
howBur ■nail and apparently insignificant, escapes 

exsadnaRsn. 

As tfways the report has a dominant theme: this 
vefig^s bdtag the fantastic growth of "para-adminis¬ 
trative” organizations alongside the normal established 
Jnstitations of French bureaucracy and the dangerous 
tendency of the Utter to shift its responsibilities to 
semi-public or even private institutions or firms, on the 
growl the t it has not the means or competence to do 
the work itself. 

And this, the report comments, is very costly and 
Very wasteful. 

For instance, over one period of time the ministry 
of agriculture ordered more than 760 separate studies 
to be made on particular subjects involving the serv¬ 
ices of some 50 private firms. Many of the studies 
ordered from private firms, the report observes, were 
redundant, repetitious and of “less value than the price 
asked for them.’*— 

The chapter devoted to the administration of so¬ 
cial security In France strongly criticizes the disorder 
which reigns in its accountancy. It emphasizes, how¬ 
ever, that the ills are those of negligence and malad¬ 
ministration rather than those of dishonesty. 

It notes that from a balanced budget in 1963, the 
social security administration went to s deficit of $29 
million in 1964 and a deficit of $75 million in 1965. 

State theatres are taken to task both for their 
deficits, underemployment and overpayment of their | 
artistes, and the proliferation of director*, ballet mas- | 
ten and artistic advisers. 

The minister for cultural affairs, however, replies 
by merely pointing to the artistic prestige of the state 
companies and the increasing size of the audiences 
(though the report states that only 40 per cent of the 
seats are occupied). 

Even the Folies Bergere Is criticized, for surpris¬ 
ingly it is revealed that the Folies Is controlled by 
social security services through the Hospital of the 
Quinn Vingt which owns the property in Pigalle in 
which the music hall stands. 

The rent of $3,200 paid by the Folies to the hos¬ 
pital is considered far too low. 

Whatever else may be said for the report, it 
should do much to help General de Gaulle to acclima¬ 
tize himself for Canada.

Ever More Tricky 

■EXCEPT BY THOSE who are still waiting for the 
J -' great computer in Ottawa to crank out their re¬ 
funds, the rigors of making out tax returns will have 
been forgotten for another eight months or so. But It 
looks as If the process is not going to be a bit easier 
next spring. 

Mr- E. J. Benson, the minister of national revenue, 
thinks the tax form this year was simpler than ever 
before—so he told the House of Commons—and be¬ 
sides, the simplest of any in the western world. 

If this is so, pity the taxpayers of the other 
western countries, for as one member of Parliament 
said, "It seems that the simpler the form is said to 
be, the more complicated in fact it is.” 

Mr. Benson obviously doesn't agree with this 
view. But he doesn’t offer any real hope of further 
simplification. 

The only way to have simpler returns, he said, 
is to have simpler tax laws, and “In the long run I 
do not think that is possible, because the taxation sys¬ 
tem is becoming more involved.” 

That being the case, the remaining vestige of 
hope for taxpayers who have difficulty with the direc¬ 
tions and the calculations may be that one day they 
will simply be asked for the basic facte of their status 
and income and the computer will do all the rest 
And of course if that happens, they will have a 
new worry, for who will know for sure that the ma¬ 
chinery isn’t gouging them?

France Arms South Africa 


But de Gaulle's righteousness has not prevented France 
from ignoring the 1963 UN-sponsared embargo on shipment of 
arm* to South Africa. In recent yean the French have 
provided 3 Daphne-type submarines, 250 Panbard armored 
40 Alouette and Super-Frelcsi helicopters and a large assort¬ 
ment of 60-mm and 81-mm mortars and recoilless rifles.

If South Africa turns up to possession of nuclear weapons 
soon, credit that development in part to France and Charles 
de Gaulle — die same de Gaulle who constantly moralizes 
against United States' actions in Southeast Asia, Israel's 
actions in the Middle East and great power "Intervention’’ 
anywhere. 

After hush-hush negotiations, I have learned exclusively, 
France has agreed to buy up to 50 per cent of South Africa's 
uranium output 

In return. South Africa asked for 25 flve-klloton atomic 
bomba. Whether de Gaulle agreed to provide them is not 
known, but it is considered a certainty in diplomatic circles 
that France agreed to provide technical assistance to South 
African scientists now experimenting in weapons research. 


The U.S. refused to sell GUO Hercules aircraft to South 
Africa last year. France leaped quickly to sell Nord Transall 
transport aircraft — after adding 20 per cent to the normal 
price. 

After the announcement of submarines from France, the 
South African press boasted that South Africa’s striking 
power was "ex cod ad by virtually no other nation in tha 
southern hemisphere.” 

France has just granted South Africa a new loan of 
almost $200,000,000, raising total French loans to South Africa 
above $500,000,000. 


This deal was an outgrowth of a visit to South Africa last 
December by three members of the French Atomic Energy 
Board: Robert Hlracb, administrator general; Dr. Robert 
Goldschmidt, director of external relations, and Jacques 
Msbile, director of production. The press was told that the 
trip was “for dscussions an matters of mtual Interest In the 
peaceful uses of atomic energy." 

Actually, it was to conclude Just one of several arms 
deals that France has made with South Africa and Portugal. 

Since France's debacle in Indo-Chtaa and her belated 
withdrawal from Algeria, de Gaulle has adopted the holier- 
than-thou posture at the great enemy of colonialism and 
racism. But the French president may be exposed as, a 
hyprodte when the whole troth is revealed about France's 
support of Portugal; South Africa and Rhodesla. 


France also has agreed to permit South Africa to 
produoe Panhard armored cars locally (with armament* and 
engines supplied by France); to provide machinery for South 
African manufacture of small arms, and tn provide French 
money and technicians to launch Atlas Aircraft Corp. of 
South Africa Ltd. which plans a staff of 2,000 to assemble 
planes locally. 

This is only part of the not-yet-revealed record of de 
Gaulle who, In a 1966 press conference, noted that “The 
United States is engaged in various parts of the world — the 
day before yesterday it was Korea, yesterday it was Cuba, 
today it la Vietnam...

Greek Colonels at War with the Theatre 


Classics Scare Junta 


Salesman-of-the-year

The Greek colonels who rale their country today, like the 
English Puritans of the past, have declared war an the 
theatre. They have revived the censorship laws passed under 
tty Nazi occupation, and are using them to ban ail plays 
which are "subversive rf society, the monarchy and re- 
kgton." 

Some such plays have evidently been withdrawn from the 
A then summer festival. These subversive plays are reported 
to be the Prometheus Bound, ascribed to Aeschylus; the Ajax 
of Sophocles; the Suppliants and Phoenician Women of 
Euripides; sand three plays by Aristophanes. 

As these authors are the four Immortals of Greek drama, 
we must admire die courage of the colonel* in taking all Sour 
on at once. 

* * * 

Of course, I can see what they mean. The plays were 
chosen before April 21, when the reformers took over. They 
were th e r e fore Ill-chosen. 

The Prometheus Bound is a long tirade by a prehistoric 
intellectual who has been imprisoned by Zeus for 
revolutiansry ideas but whose spirit is unbowed because he 
knows that historical necessity Is on his aide. This can hardly 
appeal to any authoritarian regime. 

The Ajax describes a deplorable lack of solidarity In the 
anhy and contains some very bolshy expressions by an 
insubordinate member of the ruling Junta. 

In the two plays of Euripides, both concerning the civil 
wars of Thebes, there are even more subversive passages.

As for Euripides, he la subversive all round: an 
unbeliever in religion, a heretic in morality, a radical in 
politics. It was because of people like him that Plato banned 
all poets from his ideal state. Brigadier Patakoa has banned 
him too—in toto. 

And then there is Aristophanes. At bottom he was sound 
enough: a good conservative with a healthy distrust of 
intellectuals like Socrates and a positive hatred of decadents 
like Euripides. But the thing! he said ... 

I doubt if Brigadier Pstakoe has an enlarged sense of 
humor, or would laugh to see braggart soldiers on the stage. 
And how could a reformer who has banned mini-ekirta from 
his country tolerate the ithyphalilc apparatus of the 
Lysistreta? 

What is so ironical is (hat the contemporaries of the 
great dramatists took all this in their stride. Normally it Is 
the other way round. 


For instance, there is the scene in which Eteodes, the 
Theban tyrant, declares that equality and Justice are but 
names and that the only thing worth pursukig is political 
power. That perhaps Is a little outspoken. 

Then there is an unfortunate dialogue In which the 
virtuous Theseus, King of Athens, repudiates such 
undemocratic arguments and takes credit for establishing a 
liberal, constitutional monarchy, "setting the city free: one 
man, one vote.” 

All this Is obviously very untimely. No wonder the 
colonels have intervened and substituted other plays ‘Test 
dangerous to the public mind.” 

But when we come to think of it, no classical plsy is 
entirely satisfactory. It may well be that Greek history 
justifies the rule of the colonels. After all, there was Sparta 
as well as Athens. 


By definition, drama is a popular art, and all drama is 
partly topical. It is full of veiled allusions, political and social 
satire. Hence the vigilance of the censors: even In England 
the theatre has been censored longer than anything else. 

But what distinguishes greet drama, and preserves It, is 
precisely its un topical, permanent qualities which survive 
when time has dissolved its ocn temporary allusions. The 
classics, therefore, need no censor—unlees a man la pre¬ 
pared, to make himaelf ridiculous by attacking permanent 
ideas. 

Today who feels himself involved in Shakespeare's allu¬ 
sions—mostly incomprehensible—to current affairs? We look 
fhrugh the arcane topicalities, as we look through the archaic 
language and coatixne, to the great problems of the human 
predicament. Only Brigadier Patakoa reverses this normal 
order of things. 

★ ★ * 

So we have an extraordinary paradox. Aristophanes, in 
the middle of a desperate war, could produce plays 
advocating peace and ridiculing the politicians of his city. 

. .R has taken 2,300 years for a Greek soldier to decide that 
those works are rewritable for the public, hiring too obviously 
directed at Mm. And yet if only he had read further, he 
would have found everyone else there too: the demagogues as 
wen as the colonels, Papandreoo as well as himself. 

Soldiers now rule in most countries south and east of 
Calais, and Greece was the birthplace of tyranny and oligar¬ 
chy as well as of democracy and almost everything else. 

Equality, as Eteoclea remarked, la sometimes only a 
name, and the despotism of the colonels could well be better 
than the democracy of the politicians.

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Garden Notes 
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Harvesting Herbs 


By M. V. CHK8NUT 

Once again the aeaaon for herb 
harvesting is upon ua, and it is 
necessary to consider how we can dry 
and store our home-grown herbs for us* 
through the winter months. 

Actually, the time for harvesting Is 
not decided by calendar date but by the 
stage of growth In the herbs them¬ 
selves. Moat kinds sure at their peak of 
flavor and fragrance Just as the buds 
are opening Into full bloaaom. It Is best 
not to leave things too late, particularly 
with the perennial kinds, aa they must 
have enough time for regrowth if they 
are to survive the winter. If annuals are 
cut early and not too closely, you can 
hope for another harvest in the fall, at 
which time you can take the whole 
plant. 

a' A * 

Harvest these herbs when they are 
just starting to bloom: bud, mint, 
tarragon, coatmary, sweet marjoram, 
sage, fennel, summer savory, lemon 
balm, borehound, winter savory. 

Clip the tops of these when they are 
In full bloom: hyssop, rosemary, 
lavender and thyme. You can harvest 
both the leaves and the flowers of these 
four, and you can also pick the leave* 
of rosemary separately. 

The following herbs should be 
harvested in the young leafy stage: 


parsley, chervfl, caraway leaves and 
kvage. 

It is the flower heads that are 
harvested in die following kinds: 
camomile, German camomile and 
calendula; this last, often called Scotch 
marigold, is an excellent substitute for 
saffron, which is horribly expensive to 
buy. 

AAA 

The foBowing herbs should be 
prepared for storage by drying: sweet 
basil, parsley, thyme, chervil, rose¬ 
mary, mint, marjoram, summer 
savory, sage, tarragon and lemon balm. 
Do not try to dry chives, but pot up a 
clump In late fall for growing on the 
kitchen windowsill, or freeze it Dill 
heads should not be dried either, but 
dill LEAVES can be frozen fresh, or the 
seeds gathered and stored dry tor dill 
flavor. Parsley oan be prttad, salted, 
frozen or dried. Burnet, which is too 
delicate for drying, is best grown 
indoors during the winter months. 

If you have foe following plants to 
your herb garden, you will want to 
harvest soma of their seeds for 
flavoring: cumin, mdse, faumet, fennel, 
kvage, dill, coriander, caraway, sesame 
and clary. These are best picket in their 
early stage of ripening, Just as the seed 
heads are losing their green color and 
are beginning to turn brown or grey. 

By picking before the seeds are fully 


ripened, you get a bright, clean 
product with a high content of the 
essential aromatic oils. Seeda intended 
be planting next year, though, should 
be left on the plant until fully rips — 
until the seed head .Is on the point of 
shattering. 

There are many ways of drying herb 
leaves. Grandmother tied hers in small 
bundles and bung than to the attic; if 
the attic was dusty, she bung them in 
paper bags, with the stems tied in the 
necks of the bags so they hung free. 
Some herbs can be dried in a slow oven, 
with the oven door ajar to permit tfie 
escape of moisture, but these methods 
do not give the richest flavor. 

* * A 

One very good old-time method is to 
set up an aid window screen on two 
chafes in an routed room and spread 
the leaves thinly over the screen so sir 
can circulate under as wel as above 
them. The room should be airy and well 
ventilated and the screen should be out 
of direct sunlight. Turn toe leaves 
gently once a day until thoroughly dry, 
then store in dear glass Jars, properly 
labelled, in a dark place. 

Watch toe jars carefully for toe tint 
week, and If there is any sign of 
moisture condensing an the inside of toe 
glass, turn out toe leaves and dry for a 
few more days, otherwise they wifl 
become mildewed.

Men, Dozers, Planes 
Squeeze Killer Fire 


By GEORGE INGL1S 

A forest fire which claimed the lives of two 
flying firefighters Sunday and threatened residents 
in the Florence Lake area still posed a considerable 
threat Monday night, but a small army of fire¬ 
fighters were beginning to encircle it 

The fliers, pilot Alex M. Davidson and R. T. 
Moore, both of-Sidney, died instantly when their 
Super Canso PBY crashed into trees just south of 
Skirt Mountain, where they had been fighting a 
blaze for two hours, prior to the crash time of 650 
p.m. Sunday. (See story, pictures. Page 27.) 

Forestry officials said the fire, near the inter¬ 
section of Trans-Canada Highway and Goldstream, 
started about 4 p.m. Sunday, and Don Owens, a 


Vancouver fire district Investigator, said the fire 
was the result of human carelessness. 

A brisk and unfavorable wind, tinder-dry for¬ 
est conditions, and proximity to the Trans-Canada 
Highway and some commercial and residential 
buildings complicated the task of the 120 fire¬ 
fighters, 13 bulldozers and a fleet of water-bombers 
which included the ill-fated Canso. 

Sunday evening the RCMP battled to keep the 
traffic flowing north and south on the highway, 
but Monday evening, as fire threatened to engulf 
the highway itself, the highway was cloeed to all 
traffic for an hour. 

At the outset, the fire was on the southern 
slope of Skirt Mountain, within three miles of the 
highway. When the Canso crashed, its explosion 
set another fire further south.
